Dear  Listener, 

October  and  November  mark  the  begin- 
ning of  a  new  budget  cycle  here  at  KPFK. 
Please  let  me  review  some  highlights  of  the 
last  few  months  of  our  1989-'90  fiscal  year 
which  closed  September  30th. 

All  year,  your  generous  support  allowed 
us  to  stay  ahead  of  our  expenses  and  enabled 
us  recently  to  respond  to  several  newsmaking 
emergencies:  the  Crisis  in  the  Persian  Gulf 
and  the  confirmation  hearings  of  Supreme 
Court  nominee  David  Souter. 

Your  support  also  maintained  our  basic  24- 
hour-a-day  operations.  We  had  a  couple  of 
emergencies  here  too:  Two  of  our  20-year  old 
air  conditioners  went  out  at  the  end  of  June 
and  have  since  been  replaced;  and  we  have  built  a  new,  though  temporary, 
drainage  system  on  top  of  our  building  to  help  preserve  the  roof. 

And  your  support  allowed  us  to  file  a  stronglicense  renewal  application 
with  the  Federal  Communications  Commission.  The  filing  pnxess  included  a 
study  and  response  to  envirorunental  regulations  which  are  triggered  by  the 
license  application.  Moreover,  your  support  in  dollars  and  letters  keeps  the 
FCC  on  notice  that  its  "indecency"  standards  infringe  on  free  speech.  The  dust 
has  not  yet  settled  in  this  ongoing  battle.  In  brief,  listener  sponsorship  means 
that  we  are  your  radio  station:  every  thing  we  do  is  funded  by  you. 

At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  we  had  a  small  surplus.  It's  not  enough  to 
make  the  new  hire  we  want  to  improve  our  programming,  but  if  your  support 
continues  and  grows,  we'll  be  able  to  start  recruiting  for  that  position  by  the 
end  of  the  calendar  year.  If  all  goes  well,  our  license  should  be  renewed  about 
that  same  time. 

Despite  the  problems  at  home  and  abroad  that  gnaw  at  our  sense  of  peace 
and  tranquility,  KPFK  staff  chooses  to  remain  hopeful.  We  know  thare  are  no 
end  of  good  ideas  by  which  the  world  can  be  improved  and  it's  our  job  to  find 
the  people  to  broadcast  those  ideas. 

Thank  you  all  for  a  good  fiscal  year  and  here's  hoping  for  an  even  better 
one  coming  up. 

Let  me  close  with  some  random  notes:  KPFK  has  recently  hired  a  new  pro- 
duction assistant.  Her  name  is  Marcla  Caldwell  and  she's  a  good  one.  We  are 
still  recruiting  for  an  administrative  assistant,  half  time. 

We  need  a  few  good  volunteers  acquainted  with  fundraising  and  develop- 
ment; and  we  always  need  volunteers  in  news  and  at  our  reception  desk. 

On  October  15th  1982,  then  president  Reagan  signed  a  bill  to  deregulate 
the  Savings  and  Loan  industry.  He  was  quoted  as  saying,  "All  in  all,  I  believe 
we've  hit  the  jackpot."  A  fine  book  has  been  published  on  this  subject  entitled 
Inside  job:  the  Looting  of  America's  Savings  and  Loans  by  Stephen  Pizzo,  Mary 
Fricker  and  Paul  Muolo.  Another  fine  book  is  due  for  publication  soon,  called 
Blank  Check:  The  Pentagon's  Black  Budget.

Th*  F.C.C:  TVampling  Out  the  Vintage...? 

In  early  August,  the  Federal  Communications  Commission 
announced  its  renewed  commitment  to  enforce  the  Helms  Amend- 
ment banning  "indecent"  language  24  hours  a  day.  Pacifica  continues 
to  bo  the  leading  advocate  opposing  the  FCC  in  court  and  we  antici- 
pate that  they  will  petition  to  begin  enforcement  of  the  ban  within  90 
days. 

Part  of  Pacifica's  brief  to  the  FCC's  hearings  on  "indecency"  high- 
lighted last  year's  broadcast  of  the  Grapes  of  Wrath: 

As  a  program  to  be  featured  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  1989,  Pacifica 
station  KPFK-FM,  Los  Angeles,  California,  planned  a  dramatic  read- 
ing of  John  Steinbeck's  famous  novel.  The  Crapes  of  Wrath.  Thanks- 
giving seemed  a  perfect  occeision  to  dramatize  the  experience  of 
being  poor,  homeless,  and  hungry.  Actors  and  actresses  were 
recruited,  and  a  production  was  planned.  Then,  the  question  arose: 
was  this  classic  novel,  taught  in  high  schools  across  the  country, 
"decent?"  Could  it  be  read  without  fear  of  generating  listener  com- 
plaints or  regulatory  reprisal?  (Reasonable  questions  in  light  of  the 
95  actions  on  indecency  which  the  Commission  had  just 
announced.) 

The  witch  hunt  for  words  began.  Could  a  chapter  be  read  at  10:00 
am  H  it  contained  10  "hells,"  six  "damns,"  two  'bastards,"  one  "bull- 
bitch,  "  and  one  "whale  whanger?"  Did  the  phrase  "rmt  enough  crop  to 
plug  up  an  ant's  ass'  have  to  be  cut?  Could  people,  on  radio,  be  lull 
of  piss  and  vinegar?"  Couki  breasts  be  "soft, '  hips  "hard,"  and  but- 
tocks "swinging, '  or  did  the  sensual  world  exist  only  on  non-broad- 
cast media  ?  Coukj  men  "urinate, "  bulls  "breed"  and  babies  "suck, "  or 


couki  references  to  these  mundane  activities  possibly  offend  the 
"average  listener?"  Finally,  couki  any  of  the  final  scene  of  the  novel, 
in  which  Rose  of  Sharon  suckles  a  starving  man,  be  read? 

Approximately  40  hours  of  staff  time  and  several  hours  of  an  attor- 
ney's time  were  spent  in  answering  these  questions.  Although  it  is 
painfully  clear  that  this  effort  drained  the  limited  resources  of  a  non- 
commercial station  trying  to  produce  a  serkxjs  work  of  literature,  it  is 
highly  doubtful  that  this  effort  benefitted  the  public  interest  one  hta. 

In  spite  of  the  possibility  that  the  Helms  Amendment  will  go  into 
effect  in  the  near  future,  at  press  time  we  plan  to  rebroadcast  this 
potentially  actionable  reading.  Our  attorneys  have  advised  us,  as  a 
precautionary  measure,  to  schedule  the  controversial  final  chapter 
later  in  the  evening.  In  consideration  of  the  many  parents  who 
expressed  appreciation  tor  the  chance  to  experience  great  literature 
with  their  children,  we  will  air  the  conclusion  of  the  novel  at  9:30  PM 
in  hopes  that  it  will  not  be  too  late  for  them.  Our  thanks  to  Roz  and 
Howard  Larman,  whose  gracious  cooperation  made  this  compromise 
possible. 

Finally,  in  a  related  matter,  Pacifica  is  now  gearing  up  to  join  law- 
suits filed  against  the  NEA's  "anti-obscenity"  policy  and  to  formally 
reject  two  grants  recently  awarded  us  that  contain  the  Helms- 
authored  restrictions  on  artistic  freedom  currently  being  debated  in 
Congress.
